An important news item (which we are 
indeed-glad to find is considered import- 
ant enough for space in the paper) says 
that William B. Greeley of the West Coast 
Lumberman's Assoc of Seattle and former 
Chief of the Government's Forest Service, 
reported that the northwest producers 
are waking up to the fact that we must 
now grow our timber if the forests are to 
be perpetuated at all. Tree farming is 
becoming widespread in the Northwest, and 
even the most old dyed-in-the-wood 
lumbermen are expected to come. around to 
such a course eventually.

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TWO “MOUNTAIN. ‘TRAGEDIES “OCCUR 
Accident on Mt Russell 

A fatal accident. ocourred last August on 
Mt, Russell in ‘the Sierra Nevada, when Dr. 
William Penn Tuttle, Jr. of New. Hampshire 
was lost while making the ascent alone, 
He was last seen about.5 P.M. August 24, 
on the summit of the mountain, by his cote 
panion, Dr. Samuel Siegel of Los Angeles, 
from near Lake Tulainyog:. 


Both had ¢limbed Mt. Carillon that after-distance aways 


noon, and as Siegel did not. feel up to the 
ascent of Mt, Russell, Tuttle went up a= 
lone. It was found that in descending the 
dangerous north face he had slipped on the 
loose granite and fallen to his death 600! 
to 700% belows 

The National Park Service did a very 
fine job of handling this difficult and 
tragic situation, District. Ranger. Gordon 
Wallace at the Kern Ranger Station, took 
immediate charge of. the search, covering 
all possibilities, and then getting to the 
scene as soon as possible. Temporary Park 
Ranger Richard Hester was sent there at 
once, and tracked Dr. Tuttle's progress 
until he reached the point where he had 
fallen, and. was able with binoculars to 
locate the body. The situation was great- 


ly eased by the cooperation of everyone 
involvede-Mark Tuttle, the brother of Dre 
Tuttle, Dr. Siegel, and two parties of 
backpackers who were in the vicinity were 


of great assistance, With the permission 
of the Superintendent of Sequoia National 
Park, Dr. William P. Tuttle, Jr. was 
buried in the Crabtree Area on August 28, 

There seems only oné thing to add to our 
deep regret for the tragedy, and that is 
the. obvious observation which we reiterate 
again and again.
